The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review into the circumstances surrounding the non-fatal shooting of Cayetano 
Melendez, Jr. on April 6, 2002, by Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department Deputies Gregory 
Gutierrez, Tracy Lyn Palmer, Alejandro Salinas, Ruben Arrieta, Jeffrey Flotree, Craig Calzada, 
and Sergeant Robert Guilbault. We have concluded that the aforementioned personnel acted 
lawfully in self-defense and in defense of others. 


The following analysis is based upon reports prepared by the Los Angeles Sheriff s Department 
(LASD) and submitted to this office by Sergeant Randy Seymour of the Homicide Bureau on 
February 18, 2003. This shooting began at approximately 1:30 a.m. and consists of two separate 
but related incidents. The District Attorney Command Post was notified at 4:47 a.m. Пери 
District Attorney William Penzin and District Attorney Senior — аЙ: 
the District Attorney Response Team arrived at the scene at approximately 6:00 a.m. They were 
given a briefing and a walk through of the scene by LASD Homicide Lieutenant Dan Rosenberg, 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On April 6, 2002, Deputy Gregory Gutierrez was working uniformed patrol out of the Norwalk 
Sheriff's Station in a black-and-white patrol car. At approximately 1:30 a.m., he was driving south 
on Alburtis Avenue when he observed a male hispanic later identified as Cayetano Melendez, 
dressed in black, walking south on the sidewalk carrying a black backpack. Deputy Gutierrez 
decided to contact Melendez and tumed his spotlight on him as he pulled to the east curb, facing 
south. Melendez did not acknowledge the deputy’s presence and continued walking south, 
prompting Deputy Gutierrez to say something to the effect of “hang on a minute.” Melendez 
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looked back over his shoulder but kept walking south. Deputy Gutierrez was still seated in his car, 
which was moving slowly along the curb, when he saw Melendez tum to his left. He then heard a 
single gunshot and saw a muzzle flash from Melendez’ location. Fearing for his life, Deputy 
Gutierrez opened the driver’s door, drew his gun, and fired one shot through the gap between the 
door jam and the window frame while he was still seated in the patrol car and the car was still 
moving forward. Melendez continued moving south for a short distance and onto a driveway, 
tuming to fire additional rounds at Deputy Gutierrez as he did so. Meanwhile, Deputy Gutierrez 
jumped out of his patrol car, which was still rolling forward, and ran north. As he did so he heard a 
gunshot followed by the sound of glass breaking and could see the glass from his patrol car window 
falling to the street. He lost sight of Melendez, but heard noises that he believed to be Melendez 
entering a rear yard on Alburtis Avenue. Deputy Gutierrez radioed for assistance, broadcasting 
“998” (deputy involved in a shooting needs assistance). When assisting units arrived, Deputy 
Gutierrez took part in setting up a containment area around the location where Melendez was 
believed to be. Later examination of his duty weapon (a department-issued 9mm Beretta pistol) 
revealed that he had fired 5 rounds at Melendez. He did not know if any actually struck Melendez. 


Canine Unit Deputies Tracy Palmer and Alejandro Salinas and Canine Unit supervisor, Sergeant 
Robert Guilbault, from the LASD Special Enforcement Bureau heard the “998” call and responded 
immediately to the scene in Norwalk. At that location they were informed that Melendez was 
believed to be barricaded in a house on Alburtis Avenue and the SWAT Team was on its way. To 
prepare for the SWAT Team, Deputies Palmer and Salinas used their canines to “clear” the yards 
immediately adjacent on both sides of the house where Melendez was believed to be barricaded. 
They then prepared to clear the yards directly behind the Alburtis Avcnuc location, along Corby 
Street. The two canine units were directed to work separately, at opposite ends of the area to be 
cleared, beginning five houses to the north and south of the “target” location and working yard-by- 
yard toward the middle. 


Deputy Palmer was assigned to begin the canine search from the south, assisted by Norwalk Station 
Deputies Flotree and Calzada. Deputy Salinas was assigned to begin the canine search from the 
north, assisted by Sergeant Guilbault and another Norwalk Station deputy. Deputy Palmer was 
assigned to broadcast a public address announcement warning of the imminent deployment of 
police dogs. She slowly drove her patrol car from her starting point to Deputy Salinas’ location, 
broadcasting the required announcement. She then made a U-turn and continued to broadcast as she 
drove slowly back toward her starting point. As she did so, she heard a radio call reporting a 
prowler at a: she stopped in order to check the numbers of the houses. 
Simultaneously, Deputy Salinas — who also heard the call — determined that Deputy Palmer was 
directly in front of the address identified in the call. He radioed that information to Deputy Palmer. 


As Deputy Palmer scrutinized the houses, she saw Melendez on a lighted porch, appearing to be 
tuming а door handle as if to go inside. At first she thought he was a resident who was going inside 
in response to the PA announcement she had been broadcasting. When she illuminated him with 
her spotlight, he removed his hand from the door handle and turned to stare in her direction. Deputy 
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Palmer stated that at this point she realized he might be the suspect for whom they were searching, 
so she turned her patrol car at an angle and stopped behind a minivan parked along the west curb. 
She got out of the patrol car and ordered Melendez to step away from the porch and show his hands, 
He walked off the porch, but then started walking away from her. Deputy Palmer walked to the rear 
of the minivan, using it as a shield, and saw that Melendez had stopped near some bushes about 15 
feet south of the porch. Not knowing what he might do next, Deputy Palmer drew her Beretta 92F 
duty weapon. Melendez crouched into the bushes, and as Deputy Palmer looked from behind the 
minivan she saw a muzzle flash, heard a gunshot, ducked, and heard a bullet strike the right rear of 
the minivan. Believing that Melendez was trying to kill her, she fired several rounds in his direction 
while backing up to her patrol car. Simultaneously, she heard another deputy call out “shots fired.” 
Very quickly thereafter she became aware that Deputy Salinas was to her right and was firing. She 
also heard another deputy firing a larger caliber gun. All the while, Melendez was returning fire and 
seemed to be firing alternately at Deputy Palmer and the other deputies. Melendez moved from the 
bushes to a driveway on Corby Avenue, where he positioned himself between several cars parked in 
the driveway. 


When Melendez suddenly ceased firing, the deputies stopped also, and for a brief pause there was 
no movement іп the driveway. After about 5 — 10 seconds, Melendez resumed firing at the 
deputies, who again retumed fire. Melendez ceased firing again, as did the deputies. At this point 
the deputies could see that Melendez was down and his gun was on the ground nearby. The SWAT 
Team approached Melendez’ position, assisted by Deputy Salinas’ canine. When the canine did not 
alert, the SWAT Team went up to Melendez and found him to be incapacitated. The paramedics on 
their team immediately began emergency medical care. Melendez was transported to the hospital 
having sustained several gunshot wounds. He survived his wounds and was recently convicted at 
trial and sentenced to 210 years to life for his assaults on the officers. 


Sergeant Guilbault and Deputy Salinas confirmed the sequence of actions described by Deputy 
Palmer. When they saw her get out of her car and heard her yell something to the effect of “let me 
see your hands, ” they began running toward her position As they got closer they could see muzzle 
flashes coming from the driveway at a: the area of a small pickup truck. 
They knew no deputy was at that location, and concluded that Melendez was shooting at Deputy 
Palmer. Fearing for her safety, Deputy Salinas began firing his Beretta 92F duty weapon at 
Melendez. 


Sergeant Guilbault was armed with an AR-15 rifle. He saw Deputy Palmer back up and lean 
forward, and believed she had been shot. Sergeant Guilbault took cover behind a car on the west 
side of Corby Avenue. From there he could see Melendez and that Melendez had a gun. Because 
his angle of бге was unsafe, due to Deputy Palmer's and Deputy Salinas’ positions, he moved to an 
exposed driveway, took a kneeling position in a straight line to Melendez, and began firing at him. 
Melendez stopped shooting momentarily and then moved between two cars parked in the driveway. 
Sergeant Guilbault could see only the lower part of him under the cars, so he “skipped” five or six 
rounds under the cars to stop Melendez from further assaults on the deputies. Melendez continued to 
move, although he made a sound that caused Sergeant Guilbault to believe that one or more of his 
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shots had struck Melendez. Melendez continued to fire at the other officers and at Sergeant 
Guilbault. At one point, Sergeant Guilbault heard a bullet pass overhead to his left. Sergeant 
Guilbault continued to retu fire, and Melendez finally went down. Sergeant Guilbault explained 
that he had the best line of fire and believed that most of the bullets that struck Melendez were from 
the AR-IS rifle. 


Deputy Arrieta was at the rear of HE ВЕК with the containment of that 
location. He heard the PA announcements being broadcast on Corby Avenue directly behind his 
position. When he heard gunshots and people yelling on Corby Avenue, he ran between houses to 
Corby Avenue, emerging in a driveway where there were four parked cars. He could see Sergeant 
Guilbault in the open, firing an AR-15 rifle. Deputy Arrieta moved between the cars until he could 
see where the gunfire was coming from. Deputy Arrieta believed the cars near him were being 
struck by bullets and was concerned for his own safety and that of the sergeant, who was without 
adequate cover. When Deputy Arrieta saw Melendez moving, appearing to seek cover while still 
firing at the deputies, he aimed his 9mm Beretta duty weapon at Melendez and began to fire. He 
continued firing until he heard someone yell “stop firing,” and a radio call that the suspect was 
down, 


Deputies Flotree and Calzada were assigned to assist Deputy Palmer during the canine search on 
Corby Avenue. They confirmed the sequence of actions described by Deputy Palmer. When they 
heard gunshots they sprinted in Deputy Palmer’s direction. When they reached her patrol car, 
Deputy Flotree spotted Melendez moving in a well lighted area between a garage door and some 
parked cars, saw him raise a gun, point it at the deputies, and fire a volley of shots. Deputy 
Calzada and Deputy Flotree responded in kind, each firing his duty weapon several times. They 
ceased firing when they lost sight of Melendez. They could see his backpack and a gun on the 
ground and believed he may have been incapacitated. 


Melendez was found face down, incapacitated. A Taurus .357 magnum revolver was resting on the 
ground a few inches from Melendez’ right hand. The revolver contained six spent shell casings. 
Eight more expended .357 magnum shell casings were recovered from various locations on Corby 
Avenue. 


Civilian witnesses corroborated Melendez’ break-in at the Alburtis Avenue house and his attempts 
to enter the Corby Avenue address that caused the 911 call reporting a prowler. No civilian 
observed the initial exchange between Melendez and Deputy Gutierrez. Many heard the PA 
announcements broadcast by Deputy Palmer, and several heard her shout orders to Melendez to 
show his hands before any shots were fired. 


Melendez was administered emergency medical care by paramedicsp on the scene and then 
transported to a hospital. While being treated at St. Francis Hospital trauma center, a nurse 
removing his socks found baggies containing a substance later determined to be crystal 
methamphetamine. Не suffered gunshot wounds to his side, hand and elbow. Sergeant Seymour 
and ооо с Melendez at the Los Angeles County Hospital Jail 
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Ward.on April 15, 2003. Melendez waived his constitutional rights and agreed to speak with them. 


Melendez told them he was recently released from state prison after 17 years. On the night of 
April 5, 2002, he returned to his old neighborhood and ingested some methamphetamine. When he 
could not find any of his old “homeboys” he was dropped off in Norwalk, where he was told a lot of 
the “old homies” go. He had an encounter with some “youngsters” who said something he did not 
like, and pulled his gun out and threatened to blow their heads off. He then walked away and turned 
оп to Alburtis Avenue. Melendez said that when Deputy Gutierrez pulled up behind him and spoke 
to him, Melendez “tripped” and started shooting at the deputy. Melendez described breaking into 
the house on Alburtis, but said he left almost immediately, jumped over the rear fence, and hid in 
the bushes on Corby Avenue. He used a speed loader to reload his gun while he was in the yard of 
the Alburtis Avenue house. Melendez said that he heard the PA announcement about the dogs 
while he was hiding in the bushes. He had seen a resident in the house next to the bushes going in 
and out the front door, so he went to the front door and asked the residents to let him in. When he 
turned and saw Deputy Palmer, he “drew down on her” and began to shoot when he saw she had 
drawn her weapon. He stated that he was not shooting at her, but was aiming for the police car she 
had been driving. He said he would have shot more than he did, but he did not have any more 
rounds ready in the speed loader. 


When asked why he did not simply contact the deputies and turn himself in, he responded: “On that 
shit there's по common sense. That’s all I can think of. There’s no common sense.” He also said 
that he did not think of giving up until near the end, and by then it was too late.

LEGAL ANALYSIS 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar circumstances, 
to be necessary to prevent the injury which appears to be imminent. CALJIC 5.30, 5.32. 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of another if it 
reasonably appears to the person claiming the right of self-defense or the defense of another that 
he actually and reasonably believed that he was in imminent danger of great bodily injury or 
death. People у. Williams (1977) 75 Cal. App. 30 731. 


Where the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law does not 
weigh into nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be justified in killing 
because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety, People v. Collins (1961) 189 
Cal. App. 2d 575. 
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CONCLUSION 


The evidence gathered in the course of this investigation demonstrates that the deputies who shot 
at Melendez did so in a justified act of self-defense in response to the deadly force used against 
them. Deputy Gutierrez, whose shots did not strike Melendez, had broadcast “998” and all 
LASD personnel who arrived at the scene were aware that a deputy had been fired upon. No 
deputy fired until after Melendez had commenced firing, and each deputy reasonably believed 
that his or her own life was in danger or that a fellow officer’s life was danger. Deputy Gutierrez 
was still in his patrol car when he contacted Melendez verbally. Melendez started to walk away, 
and then suddenly turned and fired at Deputy Gutierrez. Only then did Deputy Gutierrez return 
fire. When Deputy Palmer contacted Melendez she gave him a verbal commands to show his 
hands. Melendez, instead, started to walk away, stepped into some bushes, and began to fire at 
Deputy Palmer. Only then did she return fire. Other deputies that rushed to assist her were fired 
upon by Melendez and were reasonably in fear for their own safety and that of their fellow 
officers. 


We conclude that all the deputies acted lawfully in self-defense and in defense of others, We are 
closing our file and will take no further action in this matter.
